To him all things are of tho world 


worldly, nnd therefore ho knows naught 
of politics. 


This strange man sleeps by the road- 


side, in a stable or where he may, and 
for months eats only what is given 
him. Money is nothing to him. Foi 
a littls while each year he works on 
the Sound View fctock farm, owned by 
William A. Samrnis, and it is then be 
pulla the liair from the necks of oxen 
and makes his stock of brushes.

Senator Hill, as all his 
public utterances show, believes in the 
free coinage 
of silver. 
Mr. Williams 


does not believe in any silver coinage a 
nil. They are agreed only upon tho one 
point, that tho purchase of silver unde 
the Sherman, act is wrong in priticipl 
an 1 mUchievoua in effect. 


Thisfairlj represents tho situation in 


Congress. 
Tlierd is no longer any hop 


of a practical outcome to the Brussel 
Conference. 
There is a new dispositioi 


to grapple with the question as an Anr.eri 
can problem. 
There iu a general convio 


tiou that tlio ShcrmHu law is a fnilur 
anil a general desiiu to get rid of it. 
B 


there is uo agreement or prospect 
agreement upon any affirmative policj 


The free silver men aro convinced t'ia 


all experiments in restricted coinrtge ar 
delusive and disappointing compromise 
which maTce promises to the em only to j 
break them to the henrt. 
Tlie anti-silver 


men are convinced that saoh compro- 
mises carry with them nil tho dangers of 
free coinage with aa ineffective brake 
upon the wheels. 


It seems inevitable that out of this sit- 


nation there shall come this Winter a 
direct issue between free coinage and no 
coinage at all. In such a fight noone can 
now tell where men will st>tnd. 
No man 


can confidently predict the result, be- 
cause there *is r,o record upon wh'.cti to 
base calculations. 


Sunixtor Hill wunts to sponge tho slate 


clenn iu order that a decree of fieo hi 
metallic coinage mny be written thereon. 
Mr. Williums wonts to sponge it clean 
in order th'it it may stay clean. 


Tho Silver fight of last Spring affords 


no busts of calculation as to the result. 
Bourke Cockran was one of 
tlie most 


efficient loaders on the anti-silver side 
theu, but in the very net of opposing the 
bill then pending he declared himself in 
favor of a freo bimetallic coinnge, aud 
opposed to the measure at issue only 
because it provided f,.r something else 
instead. 
How largely the half of the 


Home which detected action then was 
made up of men holding this opiniou it 
is impossible to say now. 
On uie other 


hand it is eqatilly impossible to say how 
many of the men who favored lust year's 
compromise would hesitate in face of an 
international rejection of bimetallism, to 
vote for free coinage here. 


Tbe Democrats are pledged to tho 


repeal of the Sherman purchase act. 
But some of them want one tiling sub- 
stituted for it and some another, while 
somo want simple repeal with nothing at 
all to take the vacant place. As for the 
Bepublicans, they want to "put 
the 


Democracy in a hole," and beyond that 
they do not know what they want. 
Stewart and tho other representatives of 
mining camps will oppose repeal unless 
it is coupled with coinage legislation. 
Bland will oppose it unless it carries 
with it a provision for the coinage of at 
least $'1,300,000 a month. The compro- 
misers iu-0 very busy of course. 
They 


aro devising nil manner of schemes to 
satisfy both sides, but they get a for less 
patient hearing; than hitherto. 
Men on 


both sides sumn now to realize that i poo 
this question there is an "irrepressible 
conflict," aud that, like tho old one be- 
tween freedom aud slavery, it is incapa- 
ble of solution by compromise. 
The 


issue is likely to bo squarely joiued either 
in this Congress or in the next, vroba 
bly in b,->th. 
The veto po\ver in either 


case stands against free silver, and that 
fact will strongly impel the silver men 
to resist the simple repeal of the purchase 
law, though they freely admit its danger- 
ous nnd disappointing character. 


These are tho conditions on tlie fleld
